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3 Basket-Ball us an Interschool and Iuterrlass 
= Game for Girls. 


— 
HE game of basket-ball is the most highly organized of all games 
played by girls. The game in itself is beneficial in every way to the 
participants and is also a good and wholesome means of creating 
interest in physical training on the part of the girl. It aids in developing 
quickness of mind and body as well as health, strength, endurance and cour- 
age in girls. It should also teach fair play, a clean spirit and a love of play 
for its own sake, and consequently, as a result, develop the psychological and 
social and moral side of a girl’s character. 
Miss Berenson of Smith College has said: “The aim in athletics for 
women should above all things be health—physiological health and moral 
. health.“ It should aid in benefitting the girls in their future life and should 
Be improve them in every way. 
ö ; That is the aim of basket-ball for girls—to improve the girl in every way. 
Care, and great care, should be taken that nothing will be done that will keep 
it from fulfilling this purpose, All athletics for girls must always be con- 


= ducted on safe lines, lines that tend always toward proper and better develop- 
ment of the individual. 


Be I earnestly deplore public competitive games of basket-ball for girls. 
All these benefitting aims are lost sight of, and the girl and her health are 
Sacrificed simply to satisfy the desire of the public to see them win a game 
by fair or foul means. It generally makes little difference how the game is 
Won, just so it is, that is all that is necessary. The public has no interest in 
the health o fthe individual. In fact, I vouch such an idea has never occurred 
o them, They do not consider, and seldom do the players, that a girls’ 
ganism is different from that of a man’s. The game ceases to be of a phy- 
logical or mental benefit to the girls. It is played for sport’s sake and 
thing else, and the girl quickly loses sight of the true purpose of the game. 
e of the most serious dangers is the consequent gaining of notoriety. 
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Again, just because a girl does not want to see “her team lose” she often 
plays when she should have been vigorously excluded from all violent ex- 
ercise. Such public games cause physiological exhaustion and neurosthenia 
through worry, nervous excitement and sleeplessness, which comes from hard 
grinds of practice—not for the joy of playing, put to develop a winning team — 
and intense work under conditions of excitement. In outside games, the ex- 
citement of long and tiring trips, of playing the games and of being enter- 
tained immediately after the game is entirely too strenuous for a girl of the 
High school age. On such trips the girls are often subject to, conditions 
which tend to gradually develop loudness, poisterousness and similar unlady- 
like characteristics. The girl is now at the age when she should be carefully 
euarded, for she is far more likely to diverge frbm the paths laid out for a 
modest and true lady than at any other age. It is now she is forming her 
ideals and life-long habits. The life she leads now and habits she forms now 
will mold the individual she is to be in life. Therefore the greatest precaution 
should be taken to prevent, and not encourage, unsuitable, detrimental and 
misleading surroundings and influences. 

Interclass games should be introduced and encouraged. Parents of a 
cultured and reasonable understanding who have seen the game as it is put 
before the public, vigorously object to their daughters playing. Thus girls 
who might be helped from a physiological standpoint are driven from the 
sport. Thus the scarcity of number of girls playing the game can easily be 
accounted for. “Work should be developed within the school rather than 
competition between schools.” 


I firmly believe there should be a reasonable degree of competition ex- 
cited for it will install more interest in the game, but enough competition can 
be derived from games between classes and within classes. More pupils will 
report for practice, and consequently more will be benefitted and not the 
few seriously harmed as in public games. i
